The 
previous rejection under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, for the deposit of biological materials has been 
withdrawn in view of Williams declaration and Exhibits under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .1 32, filed 7/22/03. As indicated 
previously, the pending claims drawn to methods of inhibiting B7-2-mediated interactions with B7-2 specific 
antibodies appear to be free of the prior art. Accordingly, the pending claims are deemed allowable.
